TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and  consideration  a report  on  the  health 
and  health  services  of  your  district  for  the  year  1953. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  of  previous  years  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  included  and  is  complementary  to  this  report.  i have  also  included  certain  details 
of  the  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  as  Divisional  Madical  Officer  for  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  so  that  you  may  have  a comprehensive  report  of  the  work  done  during  the 
year. 


At  the  year  end  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  had  increased  by  1,200  and  the  natural 
increase  in  population  by  which  live  births  exceeded  total  deaths  was  558. 

There  were  77  more  live  births  than  in  the  previous  year  and  the  birth  rate  is  the  highest 
since  1949.  The  still  birth  rate  and  the  infant  mortality  rate  were  fractionally  lower  than 
in  the  preceding  year  even  though  there  was  one  more  still  birth  and  there  were  3 more  infant 
deaths  than  in  1952.  Che  maternal  death  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  death  rate  at  all  age  groups  was  again  lowered  and  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole. 

The  infectious  diseases  showed  a marked  increase  from  1952,  an*  increase  mainly  accounted 
for  by  the  prevalence  of  measles  and  whooping  cough.  Pneumonia  also  increased  from  20  to  37 
during  the  year. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  immunisation  against  diptheria  but  with  whooping  cough 
immunisation,there  has  been  an  encouraging  increase,  and  in  vaccination  against  smallpox  there 
was  a very  satisfactory  improvement. 

The  number  of  visits  made  by  Health  Visitors  continued  to  rise  and  at  the  Child  Welfare 
clinics  the  number  of  children  attending  and  the  total  attendances  showed  a considerable  increase. 
The  number  attending  the  Ante=natal  clinics  has  also  increased  by  211. 

In  Home  Nursing  there  was  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made  and  the  demands  on 
the  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  rise. 

Co-operation  in  after  care  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  has  been 
good,  with  the  Hospital  services  and  the  Local  Authority  Sthvices  working  well  together. 


In  conclusion  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  in  and  support  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

As  in  previous  years  all  officials  of  other  departments  have  co-operated  wholeheartedly 
and  I thank  them  and  the  members  of  the  staff  of  my  Department  for  their  assistance  during 
the  year.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  RURAL  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Administration  in  the 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1953.  As  in  last  year's  report,  tables  have  been  relegated  to 
the  end,  and  for  the  same  reason. 

HOUSING. 

There  still  remains  an  urgent  demand  for  more  houses.  As  it  is  both  economically  and 
physically  impossible  to  satisfy  this  demand  for  years  to  come,  the  necessity  for  preserving 
the  existing  dwellings  remains  as  important  as  ever.  In  connection  with  this  the  Housing  Act 
of  1949  has  been  of  little  assistance  for  the  reasons  given  in  the  last  year's  report  - briefly, 
there  is  little  inducement  for  the  landlord  to  do  more  than  the  minimum  of  repairs;  indeed  it 
becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  have  repairs  effected  without  statutory  action.  In  support 
of  this  statement  it  will  be  noted  that  some  900  inspections  were  made  in  excess  of  those  made 
in  1952,  yet  78  houses  fewer  were  made  fit  by  informal  action,  while  51  more  were  only  made  fit 
after  the  exercise  of  statutory  powers. 

VERMINOUS  PREMISES. 


The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  with  vermin  (a  polite  way  of  saying  '.'buggy  houses”! 
increased  from  36  to  78.  In  my  opinion  the  number  of  such  infestations  has  not  increased,  it  is 
just  that  more  were  located. 

WATER. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  none  of  the  samples  of  public  supplies  was  unsatisfactory. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWERAGE. 


Ministerial  control  has  again  prevented  the  Council  from  proceeding  with  the  various 
schemes  already  decided  upon. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  remained  substantially  the  same  as  last  year,  with 
the  exception  of  pigs,  the  number  of  which  was  nearly  doubled  in  1953.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  total  weight  of  unfit  meat  fell  by  approximately  3056,  a very  satisfactory  position.  The 
usual  10056  inspection  was  maintained. 
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MILK. 


tt  Is  pleasing  to  note  the  fall  in  the  percentage  of  tubercular  positive  samples. 

ICE  CREAM. 

Here  again  the  percentage  of  unsatisfactory  samples  fell  to  just  over  5%.  Each 
unsatisfactory  sample  results  in  a visit  to  the  place  of  manufacture  unless  the  cause  can 
be  traced  to  some  other  factor. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 


There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  district  ~ one  public  and  one  private.  Both  are 
visited  regularly  and  samples  taken  to  ensyre  that  the  water  is  maintained  at  a suitable 
standard  of  purity. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


The  Yorkshire  Divisional  Council  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  held  a meeting 
in  this  rural  district.  The  members  were  surprised  that  atmospheri c pollution  required  so 
much  attention  in  a rural  area. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  still  531  privies  and  pao i closets  in  the  area  “ 5 less  than  last  year*  due 

to  conversions.  The  possibility  of  decreasing  this  number  further  is  being  pursued. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.

This  work  was  carried  out  in  the  usual  inconspicuous  manner  during  the  year.  Finding 
the  right  type  of  labour  remained  the  principal  difficulty. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

In  common  wiftiother  districts,  this  one  still  has  that  minority  of  users  which  abuses 
the  premises  and  fittings. 

PUBLIC  SEATS. 

The  Council  decided  to  provide  a much  more  substantial  type  of  public  seat  in  future  “ 
one  that  would  withstand  the  onslaughts  of  that  brainless  band  of  hoodlums  that  considers 
depriving  the  other  members  of  the  community  of  public  seats  a matter  for  their  urgent  attention.

RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  usual  service  was  maintained  and  the  Council's  own  premises  treated  systematically. 
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SALVAGE. 


During  the  year  70  tons  12  cwts.  3 qtrs.  of  waste  paper  was  sold  at  a price  of  only
